Edge law is to take securities in 
foreign lands from manufacturers 
and give them in exchange cot- 
ton and other American products 
to enable the foreign factories to 
operate. Only two small companies 
have yet organized and another one 
of $100,000,000 capital is now being 
organized by the American Bankers’ 
Association members. The amend- 
ment passed today will enable this 
company to begin business soon and 
has the approval of members of 
the Federal Reserve Board. It is 
declared if cGompenies organized 
under the Edge Act can be gotten 
under way the dead center on which 
American commerce is stalled will 
give way and an outlet will be found 
in foreign markets for much of our 
surplus stocks.

FRACTIOUS

SHOT DEAD. 


Opens Fire on United States 
Line Riders; Is Reported 
Killed by Return Shots. 


[BY 4. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NACO (Ariz.) May 2.—One Mexi- 
can is reported to have been killed 
this afternoon @uring a clash be- 
tween Mexican line riders and Unit- 
ed States immigration officers on the 
American side of the international 
border, about one mile east of here. 

Frank Braly and another Ameri- 
can line rider named Hulsey were 


= the Americans involved in the shoot- 


ing. According to reports received 
tonight by Chief Inspector Ford of 
the United States immigration force, 


the two Americans were fired on by 
two Mexican line riders who had rid- 


The Mexicans fired first, according 
to Ford, and Hulsey returned the 
fire, fatally wounding one of the Mex- 
icans. The wounded Mexican’s 
maqunt, according to reports, ran back 
across the line with its helpless rider 
while the second Mexican, apparently 
not wounded, rode away at top speed 
toward Osboreén, Ariz., two miles east. 
Neither of the United States line 
riders was wounded. Both said, ac- 
cording to Ford, that the Mexicans 
had apparently been drinking and 
opened fire without provocation.
